happened to television? 


I remember when it was the 


talk of America. Everybody 
used to come to work hollow- 
eyed from staying up late the 
night before watching it. 


Nobody 1 know talks much 


about television anymore. All 
those over 40 seem, to see noth- 
ing but old movies on it. 


As for its annual new pro- 


grams, they don't appear to 
have much impact. They flower 
and fade and blow away like 
dandelion pods. 


Industry tubthumpers say that 


last February television view- 
ing reached an all-time high 
when 54 million households had 
their sets tuned in for an aver- 
age of six hours and 28 min- 
utes a day. 


Whatever happened to televi- 


sion? Pretty much, I'm afraid, 
what producer David Selznick 
told me a dozen years ago 
would happen to it. 


"Television is for people who 


want something for nothing," he 
said. "It will become a mush 
factory. Hollywood will use it as 
a dumping ground for B-gra- 
ders, and go on to make finer 
pictures for the theaters." 


One of the things I churlishly 


hold against television — al- 
though it probably is my own 
fault — is that my 12-year-old 
daughter still remembers by 


heart more deodorant and beer 
commercials than Mother Goose 
rhymes. 


"It seems to me I have to 


dust this set off more often than 
I used to," my wife said the 
other day. She does. It has be- 
come largely another piece of 
dust catching furniture. 


There isn't a single program 


that our entire family watches 
together regularly anymore. As 
far as I am concerned the only 
great thing about television is 
its coverage of football. In that 
it is matchless. 


But the rest of the year, from 


New Year's Day until Septem- 
ber, 
I don't find much reason 


for turning it on except to see 
whether Lawrence Welk has 
hired a new bassoon player. It 
is all too sodden, gummy and 
tasteless.

Maybe 
then I II get a call. Maybe one of the teams in the pennant 
race will need some experienced help . . ." 


So Warren Spahn waits. 


Meanwhile, he supervises the ranch and goes down to the 


high school for his workouts. 


The kids are a little awed every time ihat right leg kicks 


high in the air, just the way it did in the ncwsrecls and on 
television and in the newspapers. 


To them — and a lot of others — Warren Spahn's name 


belongs with Joe DiMaggio. Ted Williams and Stan Musial. 


All were great athletes, but not all were as stubborn as 


narrcn Spahn who maintains that he can still win in the 
major leagues at 45. 


Warren Spahn won 363 games during his major league 


career. Only five others have won more. 


Who knows, maybe stubbornness accounted for 30 or 40 


of those wins.

The nothing play is a play 


that can lose but can't possi- 
bly win. 


Most nothing plays result 


from a player not knowing 
that he is going slightly out 
of his way to risk the loss 
of a trick. 


Sometimes these tricks are 


not too important except that 
every trick means something 
and the player who makes a 
habit of losing unimportant 
tricks will find himself losing 
important tricks also. 


Six no-trump is the perfect 


contract for North and South. 
Between the combined hands 
they hold the ace and king 
of three suits and six or sev- 
en tricks in diamonds de- 
pending on whether South 
has to lose a trick to the miss- 
ing king. The East and West 
cards aren't shown because 
they have no real importance 
here. The only thing we are 
.interested in is to see if you 
readers know how to avoid 
the nothing play with this 
card combination. 


We will start by telling you 


that this situation calls for 
a finesse. If you bang your 
ace and try to drop a single- 
ton king you are taking a 
very poor line of play. You 
gain a trick if East holds the 
singleton king. You lose a 
trick if West holds a single- 
ton ten or deuce or is void. 


Is that the nothing play? 


No, it isn't! South's correct 
play is to lead the queen from 
his hand. He plans to finesse 
if the queen is not covered. 
The nothing play is to lead 
low from his hand. The dif- 
ference is that if West holds 
all three missing diamonds 
the queen play gives South all 
the tricks. The play of a low 
diamond holds him to his con- 
tract. 


Actually the low play fol- 


lowed by a finesse is better 
than the try for a drop but 
it is still a nothing play. The 
drop play is just a bad one.

DURHAM, N.C. (AP) - A 


Duke University 
psychiatrist 


says he has found evidence that 
the fatally ill may have a pre- 
monition of death. 


Dr. Adrian Verwoerdt theo- 


rizes these 
patients, subcon- 


sciously, are aware of when 
their deaths will occur. 


His conclusion is based on a 


year-long study involving 30 
persons, 22 of whom died.

NEW YORK — (NEAi — Parents, not their 


children, are worried about the "generation 
gap." They used to be troubled by why John- 
ny can't read: nosv they wonder why they 
can't talk to Johnny.

but to svhat Johnny listens to. Records. Ra- 
dio. Television, when it turns to popular 
songs. There are a number of not-so-subtle 
messages in the new pop music. 


Pop music continues to live on a diluted 


form of jazz. It is diluted to be easy to under- 
stand, but it still has the rhythmic vitality 
which is the key to its popularity. 


Byt the simplistic rock 'n' roll of Elvis 


Presley is out. Evolving is a form of miisic 
which is lyrically, musically and eniotionally 
more sophisticated. The young listener — 
whether the cause or the effect of the ne\v 
pop music—is also more mature. 


When Harvard social scientist David Ries- 


man was out studying youthful fans of popu- 
lar music in the early 1950s, he found that 
young people could not talk about the music 
they so ardently listened to. "The vocabulary 
used to talk about (popular) music was . . . 
'swell,' 'lousy,' 'I go for that,' and so on." 
Not so today". 


Sometimes, even before they reach high 


school, student conversations are about the 
new variations of the Mersey beat, the ideas 
of a recent Bob Dylan hit, "soul" of the Mo- 
town (Motor Town, for Detroit) sound with 
its first "pop beat blues." Pop music and its 
youthful fans are coming of age. 


The new pop music has thrown out the 


repetition of simple choruses, over and over 
and over; the new pop music h?i discarded 
the naive romantic lyrics of 'Will I ever find 
the girl in my mipd,-lhe girl who is my 
ideal?" anq.."Love""rhe tender, love me true."

New Era in 
Long Range 
Aviation

NEW YORK (AP) - A new 


era in long distance aviation 
will be ushered in by the end of 
the 1960s, carried at 45,000 feet 
on the wings of jets seating up 
to 490 passengers, 
some in 


staterooms, 


Pan American World Airways 


Wednesday ordered 25 Boeing 
747s at a cost of $525 million, a 
figure the companies sid rep- 
resented the largest commercial 
aviation order ever placed. 


The new craft is expected to 


sh'crply cut the cost of air trav- 
el. Juan Trippe, Pan Am chair- 
man, said cargo and passenger 
costs would be reduced as much 
as 35 per cent. 


The 747, about 2 % times the 


size of today's largest jet, will 
cruise at 633 miles an hour, 10 
per cent faster than present 
cruising speeds. It is subsonic — 
flying at less than the speed of 
sound. 


When completed, the aircraft 


could become immediately com- 
petitive with maritime shipping 
in transporting some cargoes 
from continent to continent. But 
the announcement heralded also 
a future day of greater competi- 
tion for the domestic passenger 
with rail and highway trans- 
portation. 


The impact of the order, on 


which deliveries will begin in 
September 1969, 
was 
vast. 


Trans World Airlines, the only 
other United States transoce- 
anic carrier, said it too is con- 
sidering the Boeing 747. 


The enormous plane will car- 


ry 214,000 pounds of freight, a 
capacity double that of existing 
planes. It will he the first plane 
capable of handling "highway 
slue" shipping containers which 
have become standard on ships, 
rails and trucks.

The new pop music is not confined to sap- 


py love ballads and nonsense songs. Since 
Dylan, parents have to speak Dylan to speak 
to Johnny. 


Not more than a year or so ago, the "mes- 


sage" of popular music was either "love for- 
ever" or "pain and sadness forever"—either 
romantic love or romantic depression with 
the emphasis on "forever." Whether the 
youthful listeners ever believed this or not. 
the new pop music now sounds considerably 
more realistic. 


The Beatles are "happy just to dance with 


you." They tell their girl "something I think 
you'll understand . . . I want to hold your 
hand." And if she is of like mind, it is" not 
love FOREVER. "And when I touch you, I 
ieel happy inside. It's such a feeling, I get 
high." Now THAT can be believed.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) ~ The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
reversed a second-degree mufd- 
er conviction for a jail c e l l 
death because of testimony that 
t h e accused 
had " M e t a l 


knucks" and a pistol on him 
when he was arrested. 


The ruling means that Ray- 


mond I. Long, who drew a 12- 
year prison sentence on the con- 
viction, will get a new trial. 


Long was charged 
in the 


death of Hervey Henley, who 
was fatally beaten in the city 
jail at Morrilton. 


The beating occurred shortly 


after Long was jailed for drunk- 
enness. 


During the trial, the prosecu- 


tion obtained testimony t h a t 
Long was carrying a pistol and 
metal knucks when he was ar- 
rested. The Supreme 
Court 


said this testimony should not 
have been permitted. 


There was no testimony that 


these weapons figured in the 
slaying, 
the Supreme Court 


said, and the testimony improp- 
erly insinuated that Long was 
an argumentative, combative 
individual. 


The Supreme Court affirmed 


a one-year jail sentence and 
$500 fine imposed by Craighead 
Circuit Court on Herbert Weist 
in the Nov. 1, 1964, traffic death 
of Don Taylor Gazaway. 


The court affirmed a Faulkn- 


er Chancery Court ruling that 
a contract between Mr. and 
Mrs. Monroe A. Taylor and the 
'Certain-Teed Products 
Corp. 


should not be voided because 
it was alleged to be usurious. 


The contract involved $6,360 


for some real estate. The Tay- 
lors signed one note for $8,604 
and another for $2,970 with pay- 
ment to be made over a 12- 
year period. 


The Supreme Court said that 


the interest over 12 years did 
not amount to more than the 
legal maximum of 10 per cent. 


Prairie Circuit Court was af- 


firmed in its award of $10,000 
to Sam and Lucy Vaught for 
1.7 acres of land atken by the 
Arkansas Highway Department 
for right-of-way. 


In a Saline County case, the 


Supreme Court directed Saline 
Chancery Court to award Mr.

Missiles Near 
Hanoi Smashed 
by Bombers

(AP) - U.S. Air Force jets 
smashed two Soviet-built mis- 
sile sites on the outskirts of Ha-' 
noi In the closest raid yet to the 
North Vietnamese capital and 
left two key bridges in ruins, 
U.S. spokesmen reported today. 


Another group of Navy fight- 


er-bombers set off a huge explo- 
sion of a susoec'pd missile site 
27 miles south of he coastal city 
of Vinti, ittO miles south of Ha- 
no, silenced seven nearby an- 
tiaircraft batteries and sank a 
junk. 


Led by target-marking F100 


Super Sabre jets in clear after- 
noon skies, a pack of Air Force 
supersonic F105 Thunderchiefs 
began the raid around Hanoi 
Sunday by hurling 750-pound 
bombs at a bridge 33 miles 
south of the capital on the road 
to the chief port of Haiphong.

mission, a spokesman said. 


The jets then moved closer to 


the capital blasting a missile 
site 15 miles south of the city 
and another 17 miles southwest' 
wth rockets and 20mm cannon 
fire.
